ANOTHER ~ CABINET FAILURE. 
Mi. FLOQUET UNDERTAKES TO FORM 
A MINISTRY AND GIVES IT UP. 


Paris, May 24.—In view of the failure of 
all the combinations to effect a settlement of 


Rochester were most unnecessarily put 
through their evolutions at a pvint where 
they could not be seen by nine-tenths of the 
spectators, and so were several companies from 
other States.

another to their many laurels by capturing the 
prize in their class. As they closed their 
Brill dense clouds of dust arose and 
obscured everything from vision and soon 
afterward heavy rain descended on the parade 
grounds and soaked through the tents of the en- 
campment, while a gust of wind took off part 
of the roof of the grand stand. The rain con- 
tinuing, stopped the fireworks and made a dis- 
mal close to the second day’s proceedings. The 
grand parade to-morrow and the review by the 
President may help matters, but there is rather 
a gloomy outlook for the speculative projectors 
of the National Drill.

plish this they are now working industriously on 
the reguiations, and Gen. Benet and Lieut.

The letters of the Rev. Mr. Mor- 
rison, of Baltimore, on the subject of Sunday 
observance in the i) have been considered 
by the board, who will probably recommend 
that the present system of Sunday observance 
in the army be not changed. The board has also 
taken up the question of changing the regula- 
tions governing the payment of salaries to offi- 
cers. The Paymaster-General suggests that the 
system used by the navy be adopted 
for the army. In the case of duplication 
of pay accounts inthe army only the tirst ac- 
count presented is recognized by the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury. The pay officers 
who honor the false vouchers subsequently 
presented are out of pocket and can only find 
relief in Congress. In the navy each officer can 
draw pay only from one Paymaster. It is pro- 
posed to establish a system in the army by 
which the officers’ accounts will be divided 
among the Paymasters. In the event of 
an officer being ordered to change his station, 
his pay account will be transferred to the Pay- 
master at that station at the same time. If he 
goes on leave the pay account will be tempo- 
rarily assigned to the Paymaster nearest the 
place where the officer intends to spend his leave. 
With such a system as this it is thought that du- 
plications of pay accounts will be impossible.

TOW THE FIRE OOCURRED. 

New-ORLEANS, May 24. — The fire at 
Quarantine Sunday evening has already been 
mentioned, but not until to-day had all the facts 
been learned.

ToRONTO, Ontario, May 24.—The Na.

In reply to the toast in whieh 
the club honored him, the GovernorGeneral 
made a long and able address, which ‘was fre- 
quently applauded and interrupted with cheerg 
by the assemblage of prominent citizens aroun® 
the table. Referring to the fisheries question, 
he said there is a certain class of subjects of 
interest both to the Dominion and to the mother 
country in which the Queen’s representative 
may be supposed to take a very special in- 
terest.

If, however, there is irritation 
among the New-England fishermen we must not 
forget that the circumstances of the case render 
such irritation rfectly natural, and that 
we have to eal with a large body 
of men who for many years past have been in 
the habit of resorting to our waters without 
hindrance, and who, not from any fault of 
ours, or indeed of their own, find them- 
selves suddenly excluded from privileges vai- 
uable to themselves. and hitherto exercised

pursued so long without restriction. , on 
the other ha there is irritation among 
our people in the maritime provinces, let 
it not be forgotten that this is the second ocea-

These treaties were terminable, and we have no 
right to complain if they have been put an end 
to. On the other hand, let not our neighbors 
compjain of us if, in the face of such action 
on their part, we are driven to take steps for the 
protection of rights secured to us by treaty 
and forming a valuable portion of the 
national estate. Any Government which 
did not do this would be culpable, and 
no Government has shown itself more 
alive to responsibilities of this kind than that of 
our neighbors. Iffeach side will approach the 
question in a moderate spirit and with the de- 
termination to make some allowance for the dif- 
ficulties of the other I feel no doubt that we need 
have no apprebension of the result. 

“I stated just now that throughout this con- 
troversy we have been able to command the 
steady uppers of the Imperial Government, and 
I am glad to bear my own testimony to the ear- 
nest desire which it was shown todo justice te 
our case and to take no action without previous 
consultation with us.” 

In regard to imperial federation for Canada 
he had seen no definite scheme in which he 
could — his opinion, To ask a young coun- 
try which needed every shilling of its revenue 
for the development of its own resources 
to sink ions in fortifications and 
armaments would, he fthought, be a most 
inequitable proposal. Continuing, he said: 
“There is certainly no desire on the part of the 
Imperial Government to avoid its own liabil- 
ities or to repudiate its existing engagementa 
for the defense of any part of the co- 
empire. What I do think we 
may propose to you is that we should 
join each other in taking stock of our resources, 
that we should consider together what are the 
most vulnerable points in the defense of which 
we are concerned, and what are the most prae- 
tical local measures which can be adop by 
us in common for carrying out at short notice 
measures of seli-defense.”

THE ASSEMBLY PASSES THE 
FIVE-GALLON MBPASURL. 
wk. AINSWORTH MAKES SOME PER- 
TINENT REMARKS—OTHER DOINGS IN 

SENATE AND ASSEMBLY, 

ALBANY, May 24.—An excise bill upon 
@®which both Democrats and Republicans were 
mnited passed the Assembly this morning. 
It is known as the Erwin Five-Gallon bill 
It is, in effect, an absolute prohibition of 
liquor selling in no-license towns in the country. 
Underthe present law residents of towns who 
have voted for no license are seaudalized by the 
sale of liquor in quantities of five gallons and 
upward. This bill removes that limit, and whole- 
sale or retail sales ‘will not be tolerated if the bill 
becomes alaw. The granger will no longer work 
a five-gallon “growler” as he toils up and down 
Jong rows of] potatoes and corn and labors in 
the hay field.

The last two a have 
other and more serious duties to discharge than 
to wait on the committee with marked regular- 
ity. Senators Traphagen and Plunkitt are 
most interested in the public welfare 
as their schemes to erect an elevated 
railroad on’ Broadway and to saddle the cable 
railroad on New-York City clearly indicate. 
They do not give that close attention tothe ¢éom- 
mittee’s labots which they might, and the com- 
mittee is thus left practically with only a single 
member—Ohairman Vedder—at the helm. To 
him the channels occupied by bankers and 
brokers and insurance corporations seem to 
— special charms, and he steers his craft 

oldly among them with varying results, Some- 
times these representatives of the business 
world induige in a mighty protest against Mr. 
Vedder’s beneficent propositions to levy taxes 
uponthem. Sometimes they come to Albany 
= sometimes he goes down to Gotham to see 
them. 

The committee were authorized to employ 
counsel last year, and a resolution for the same 
purpose has already passed this year, so that 
the committee—i, e. Mr. Vedder—and its counsel 
can sit upon the business men next Summer, 
Chariton T. Lewis was hired last year as deck 
hand by Commodore P, Vedder to help him run 
his craft. Lewis varies his occupation by work- 
ing for the State and drawing a bandsome rey- 
enue, and working againstit, also. His connec- 
tion with the committee gives him access to the 
Senate floor and enables him to lobby very suc- 
cessfully against the State, as he did on the life 
insurance million-dollar tax grab last week. 

It is a noteworthy fact that é¢ounsel with 
marked corporation procliyities are retained to 
help out this committee, Earlier in the commit- 
tee’s history Julien T. Davies, another eornere 
tion lawyer, was retained by Commodofe Ved- 
der, Mr, Lewis hag put in his bill for bis “time” 
and for his ‘best thoughts” in the committee’s 
service last year. It is regarded as 4 scandalous 
fact, first, that this committee should be given 
this annual — commission, and next, that 
its employes should be selected solely, it would 
seem, for their familiarity with and their esteem 
for the corporations. This is the bill which Mr.

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BLOCKED BYTHEGOVERNOR 


HH VHTOHS THH YOUNGMAN 


REGISTRATION BILL. 
A STRING OF EXOUSES FOR OBJECTING 
TO THE PROPOSITION TO MINIMIZE 
FRAUDS AT ELECTIONS. 


ALBANY, May 24.—The Governor vetoed a 
bill of Assemblyman Youngman to-day on 
grounds which may prove interesting and not 
altogether above criticism, The bill was in- 
tended to give to the cities of the State of 16,000 
inhabitants and upward a registry law similar 
to that which protects the ballot in New-York 
and Brooklyn. Just what the Governor thinks 
of an attempt like this to elevate the tone of 
polities by minimizing fraud will be seen from 
the following language contained in his veto: 


“This bill proceeds upon the theory thatthe major- 
ity of voters are dishonest, For the sake of possibly 
prevensng a few dishonest men from voting this 

rill would 80 add to the ineonvenience, and often to 
the expeuse, of registering as to practically disfran- 
chise many henest voters. By the law as it now 
stands the Boards of Registry are trusted to take 
the poll list of the previots election in their district 
as the basis of their work, and from personal 
knowledge = their neighborhood changes, and 
from such information as they may deem fre- 
liable, to complete a preliminary list of all 
ersons entitled to vote in their election district. 
‘his ist they are required to post conspictously 
for three weeks before each general election. By 
this method the local committees and all others in- 
terested are able to scan the list and to bring such 
errors as they may discover to the notice of the 
board at their second meeting on the Friday before 
election. At this second meeting the board is an- 
thorized to correct all errora discovered in their 
former list, except that they can only add new names 
upon the personal appearance of the parties whose 
names hai been omitted. 

“But the advocates of this bill place no more confi- 
dence in the officers than in the Voters. By this bill 
the Boards of Registry are not allowed at any time to 

lace the name of a single person upon the registry 

ist from their personal knowledge, ho matter how 

long they may have known such person as a resi- 
dent and voter in their district. Before every gen- 
eral election thé board would be compelled by this 
bill to begin their registry anew with an absolutel 
blenk sheet, No previous voting list, no acquaint- 
anoe with their neighbors, will allow them to enter 
asinglenamethereon. Their first mecting is still 
to be held three weeks. before the election 
and no one who may he too ill to attend 
1h person, of who may be absent from his home on 
two particular Tuesdays and one Wednesday within 
that three weeks, or who may through negligence 
or forgetfulness omit ts appear on oné of those days, 
will bs allowed to go upon the list or to vote at 
the following election. Under modern business 
methods ergy f men are continuously away from 
their homes for more than three weeks ata time, 
and are able only at much inconveniencs and ex- 

enge to rettrn for the particular day of election, 

nder the present law the members of the Board of 
Registry can be safely trusted to have personal 
knowledge of tho great majority of such instances 
and, upo’ ee eee toentef such names upon 
théir preliminary list.

BAILROADS AND THH LAW. 


CHARGES OF VIOLATIONS AGAINST EAST- 


ERN AND NORTHEN LINES. 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—The Boston and Albany 
Railroad Company, by its General Traffic Manager, 
has filed with the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
a complaint against the Boston and Lowell Railroad 
Company, the Concord Railroad Company, the 
Northern Railroad Oompany, the Central Vermont 
Railroad Company, and tlie Grand Trunk Railroad 
Company, charging that these companies, under the 


name of the National Dispatch Line, have issued 
schedules of joint rates to Detroit and other points 
in the West where they come in competition with 
the Boston and Albany Compatiy and its connec- 
tions which are less than those of tho latter com- 
panies to the satne points, while at the same time a 
certain combination of roads, including a 
part of the wads in the National Dis- 
atch Line, namely, the Boston and _ Lowell, 
Joncord, Northern, and Central Vermont Railroad 
Companies, maintainghigher rates to St. Albans and 
other intermediate points than the Dispatch Line 
charges to terminal points; that is, higher rates for 
the short haul than for the long haul on the same 
ling in the same direction on the five upper classes 
of freight.

The $4,000,000,000 of cap- 
ital demanded protection, and that the great com- 
panies realized the existence of these evils was 
shown by their efforts at combinations and pools 
andagreéments, Prior to the passage of the law 
the demorahzation was complete and the law be- 
came a necessity in the interest of the railroad com- 
panies, of the local mauufacturers, and of the gen- 
éral welfare.

UNION PACIFIO MANAGEMENT, 


THE INVESTIGATION OPENED BY THE. 
COMMISSIONERS. i 

Boston, Mass., May 24.—Ex-Gov. Rob 
ert E. Pattison, of Philadelphia, and Mr. David 
T. Littler, of Springfield, Il., members of the 
United States Pacific Railway Commission, are 
now in Boston, and Mr. E. Ellery Anderson, of 
New-York, the other member, is expected to ar- 
rive to-night. Theinvestigation into the affairs 
of the Union Pacific Company by the commis- 
sion was commenced to-day. Besides the Com- 
missioners there were present Judge Dillon, at- 
torney of thé company; Associate Attorne 
Holmes, President Adama, and his assistant, 

T. Bromley, and other officials of the road. 

The first witness examined was Controller O. 
W. Mink. His testimony related wholly to the 
system of bookkeeping in use by the corpora- 
tion and the methods of keeping various ac- 
counts, the direct object of the commission being 
to ascértain exactly what data in relation to the 
affairs of the corporation were to be had at the 
Boston office and what at the Omaha office. 
The question of allowances in determin- 

ng net earnings under the Thurman 
ct for mileage was gone into thorough- 
ly, and President Adams, in behalf of 
Mr. Mink, detailed the policy of the company in 
relation to thesame. He read the rates in use 
upon the system and the approval of the same 
by the Government Directors of 1875. The 
amount received from branch lines at Omaha 
under the constructive mileage rule could not 
be accurately ascertained, but Mr. Mink thought 
it was a large sum, It would, perhaps, run into 
the millions, and the amount paid out would 
probably pa half the aggregate sum received, 

In response to a query from Mr. Littler, grow- 
ing out of a suggestion by Mr. Adams, the latter 
stated that the company would willingly pay 
$500,000 perannum more to the Government 
than it is paying now if it could be relieved of 
the present system of investigations by the Gov- 
ernment to which it is continually subjected. 
“Weare,” Mr. Adams said, “now overridden with 
the immense amount of statistical information 
that we are bound to furnish to the Government 
and to our stockholders. There is such a thing 
as being buried under the mass of one’s own &ta- 
tistics. The only offense chargeable against our 
corporation is thatit has failed to adopt a sys- 
tem for doing its business different from that in 
use on any other railroad.” 

In response to a query from Judge Dillon he 
said that the constructive mileage rates on 
branches were not fixed with a view to affording 
in the least the amount of the net receipts to be 
paid ,over to the Government. Such a consider- 
— was never thought of:in determining the 
rates. 

Ex-Gov. Pattison desired information from 
Mr, Mink as to the aggregate amount paid to 
the branch lines under the constructive mileage 
rule, but Mr. Mink said that the information in- 
volved so much matter of a complicated charae- 
ter that it would be impossible for him to fur- 
nish it for several months. 

Ex-Gov. Pattison made one or two further ef- 
forts by pressing his question to get the informa- 
tion wanted, or to find out why accounts cover- 
ing it were not kept. He was, however, unsuc- 
cessful, and he bee im or instituted a course of 
inquiry that related wholly to certain details in 
the methods of keeping the books and that were 
of an uninteresting character. This questioning 
was continued until 1 o’clock, when the commis- 
sion adjourned for one hour. 

The afternoon session opened with the ex- 
amination of Judge Dillon, who explained his 
relations to the Unton Pacific Company, stating 
that he received a salary of $10,000 per annum. 
He believed no company in the country pakiless 
for 1egal services than the Union Pacific. The 
vouchers for money paid for legal services were 
_ produced and examined by the commis- 
sion. 

The question of the amount paid under the 
“constructive mileage” account on the ous 
roads was then taken up, and President Adams 
made a statement in explanation of the course 

ursued by hiscompany. In this statement and 

n answer to various a Mr. Adams said 

that one principie of railroading Was construct- 
ive mileage. He had been actively connected 
with railroads for 20 years, and had not seen 
the day when that was not recognized 
as & hag between lines in any part of the 
country. it was always the custom to say that 
the road which picked up the business and 
turned it over to the main line should have an 
allowance made to it—a mileage constructive 
allowance—and he deemed itto be right. The 
branch line business was the most profitable 
that the main line could possibly do. The main 
line shoulda pay for the development of the coun- 
try because it derived most advantage from it. 

Asked by the Chairman if he would give the 
commission the amount of money out of the 
constructive mileage system that was charged 

ff from the main line to the branch lines dur- 

Dg the year 1885, witness replied that it couid 
only be done as the result of elaborate work, 
going throughand revising every contract that 
was made. An approximate amount given at 
the present time would be no better thana 
guess, and heshould be unwilling to make a 
guess, for he might be perfectly wild in it. 

In reply to the question as to whether the 
President directed the policy of the road, Mr. 
Adams said; “It seems te be the prevailing 
opinion that the President of the Union Pacific 
does allthe business. It must be understood 
that all the details are attended to by the heads 
of the several departments.” 

It was decided to postpone the question of con- 
structive mileage until Omaha was reached. 
The commission then went into executive ses- 
sion for the purpose of examining the accounts, 

The commission expect to give hearings every 
day for a week or 10 days. 


CHOLERA AND SMALLPOX. 


CAUSING GREAT TROUBLE AND LOSS OF 
LIFE IN SOUTH AMERICA. 
PanaMa, May 16.—Callao advices say: 
“The news from Chili regarding the cholera 
continues to be favorable, but the Board of 
Health here has not as yet signified any inten- 
tion of re-establishing communication with 


Arica, Iquique, Valparaiso, and the other ports 
of the republic, even though the Custom House 
and the warehouses at Arica are filled to over- 
flowing with goods brought from Europe and 
destined for Peru. Cargoes from Callao have 
also been landed and stored at Iquique and Co- 
quimbo, and at Valparaiso there are steamers 
loaded with merchandise for Peruvian ports. 
The delay and avoidable damage suffered by the 
goods from so many handlings and continued 
exposure will bear heavily on merchants here. 

“Strong representations have been made to the 
Minister of Finance to induce the Board of 
Health to suspend the prohibition now existin 
and to replace it with an ordinary quarantine o 
observation on vessels arriving from the south, 
But, although the Minister is naturally anxious 
that this should be done, in order that the ex- 
hausted exchequer might be replenished with 
the customs duties, the Board of Health is in- 
exorable, 

“Yellow fever has died out in Guayaqgil and the 
portis now open. Cargoes which have been 
carried south or have remained on the isthmus 
will now be delivered there, 

“ Smallpox is raging along the upper banks of 
Amazon. 80 say the traders who cross from the 
headwaters into Ecuador and the southern por- 
tion of Colombia. It is the deadliest disease 
which afflicts Indian tribes living on the borders of 
those streams. When the disease declares itself 
the persons attacked are abandoned by all, and a 
general shift of encampment is made, either on 
foot or by canoe, Whole villages are deserted, 
and the sick die helpless and alone, while those 
who flee suffer equally from the perils and hard- 
ships attendant on river travel and from hostile 


tribes.”

HAD HER STEPCHILDREN ARRESTED. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., May 24.—What promised 
to develop into a very sensational episode cuiminat- 
ed here this evening. Catherine Holmes, the young 


wife of John B, Holmes, who was married to him 
buta few months ago, buried her husband yester- 
day, and in the evening had his five children, by 
former wives, arrested on a charge of threatening to 
do her bodily harm. Four of the children were dis- 
charged on the preliminary hearing, but the fifth, a 
boy 11 years of age, Was remanded to Jail until this 
evening when, through the vigorous efforts of his 
counsel, Arthur P. Miller, he was released by J page 
Austin.

The Receiver of the Texas and Pacific 
Railway Company has filed a petition with 
the United States Circuit Court in Louisiana 
asking for a judicial interpretation of the 
fourth section of the Inter-State Commerce 
act. Such an interpretation is very much 

; needed, but it is donbtful whether one 
given for the guidance of the Receiver of a 
railroad in the custody of the Circuit Court 
would be accepted as authoritative except 

j for that road. The Receiver of the Texas 


and Pacific Company gives it as his 
own opinion that ‘‘ whenever there is an 
appreciable competition the circumstances 
and conditions are substantially different 
from those where there is no competition 
within the meaning of said act of Concress.” 
The difficulty with this broad assumption is 
that it would practically leave to the rail- 
roads themselves the application of the law 
to long and short haul rates, and probably 
result in rendering the prohibition nuga- 
tory. The most direct method of getting 
an authoritative decision as to the meaning 
of this prohibition would perhaps be for 
somebody to contest the construction 
adopted by a railroad, whatever it may be, 
as involving a violation of the law to his 
injury, and so bring it in a regular manner 
before the courts and send it on its way to 
final adjudication. 

The Pall Mall Gazeite accuses Canon 
FLEMING, one of the Queen’s Chaplains, of 
having published as his own a sermon which 
it describes as a gross plagiarism from one 
of Dr. T. D&E Witr TALMAGE’s discourses. 
This is very hard. Itis hard to be accused 
of and it is hard todo. A dislocated jump- 
ing jack might perhaps plagiarize the 
Brooklyn divine, but that feat could not be 
performed by a merely human orator. As for 
the libretto of the Talmage pantomime, that 
is well understood to be of no consequence. 
The notion of any sane being reading it, let 
alone reproducing it, is almost beyond 
belief. The royal Chaplain is entitled to 
the benefit of every doubt. Lord TENNY- 
SON has written some pretty bad verses in 
his old age, but he has not yet been accused 
of plagiarizing from BLoopDGooD H. CUTTER. 


The anniversary of Queen VICTORIA’S 
birth, which occurred yesterday, although 
it doubtless secured the customary observ- 
ances and marks of respect, has this year 
been somewhat overshadowed by a greater 
event, now less than four weeks away, the 
fiftieth anniversary of her accession to the 
throne. While the Queen will thus cele- 
brate the “‘jubilee” of her reign during the 
first month of the sixty-ninth year of her 
life, on which she entered yesterday, it is 
worth noting that two of the only three 
of her predecessors who have ruled as 
long as she came to the throne at an 
earlier age. HENRY IIL, who reigned 
fifty-six years, succeeded his father in his 
tenth year, and died at the age of 66. Ep- 
WARD ITI. also, who reigned not quite fifty 
anda half years, was crowned in his fif- 
teenth year and died at 65. Thus Queen 
Vicrorra has already lived longer than 
both of these. Her grandfather, however, 
GEORGE III., was over 22 years old on com- 
ing to the throne, and yet reigned more than 
fifty-nine years. But of these the last ten 
could hardly be called years of reigning, 
since even at the date of his jubilee his 
mind had begun to give way, and thence- 
forward the virtual sovereign was the Prince 
Regent. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL “COMBINE.” 

The Boston Advertiser, which enjoys the 
reputation of being the organ of Mr. CaBoT 
LopGs, is convinced that the Republicans, 
“when Congress meets, will be able to offer a 
plan for the reduction of the revenue which 
willaccomplish that end satisfactorily with- 
out disturbance to our industries, and, al- 
thoughin aminority, thatsucha programme, 
if well managed, can be passed through the 
House of Representatives with the aid of 
Democrats who represent large industrial 
interests.” It adds that “ the first step is to 
make sure that Mr. CARLISLE shall not be 
chosen Speaker.” 

This is a curiously impudent announce- 
ment. It embraces a plan that has been 
under discussion for a long time, and it rests 
on principles of “trade and dicker” that have 
prevailed in the House éver since Mr. Ran- 
DALL was defeated by Mr. CARLISLE in their 
first contest for the Speakership. No one 
doubts that Mr. RanDALLand his immediate 
followers “represent large industrial inter- 
ests” and not their own party, or that those 
interests are chiefly in the hands of Repub- 
licans, or that they contribute largely to 
the party treasury of the Republicans at all 
elections where it does not pay better to 
buy up a few Democratic candidates. There 
has been no secret about the traffic that has 
been carried on, and the professed Demo- 
erats who have been parties to it 
have apparently been quite insensible 
to the disgrace of their position. But 
there has not before been so open and so 
authoritative a statement by those directly 
interested in the transaction of the motives 
by which they were actuated, or the meth- 
ods they were employing or intending to 
employ. Nor has the bargain and sale been 
known to have quite so wide ascope. Here~ 
tofore the traders have been content with 
@ negative programme. They have been 
satisfied to defeat the purpose entertained 
by four-fifths of the Democrats in the 
House, and imposed by the Democratic Na- 
tional platforms, to reduce the revenue to 
the needs of the Government economically 
administered. Now, however, they are pre- 
pared to go a step further, to fix for them- 
selves what reduction of the revenue shall 
be made, and in what direction, so as not to 
disturb “our”? industries. And they an- 
nounce, as a condition precedent to carry- 
ing out their plans, the defeat of the un- 
questioned leader of the Democratic Party 
in Congress for the office of Speaker. 

The first impression produced by so bold 
an announcement naturally is that the com- 
bination of favored monopolists of differ- 
ing party names, but of common purpose, 
has gained in strength, and that its leaders 
feel themselves prepared to go further than 
they have hitherto dared to go. But this 
is probably a mistaken impression. There 
is nothing in the recent course of politics to 
show that these men can count on any 
greater strength than they had last year, 
or that they can count on so much. Their 
changed attitude is due to the fact that the 
requirements of the situation have changed. 
Their former measure of power is not now 
sufficient for them. It would not be safe 


for them to adhere to the policy of simple | 


obstruction. The need of a reduction in 
the revenue is greater, and it is more ob- 
The people understand it much 
more clearly. The accumulating surplus 
inthe Treasury will make a constantly 
more impressive demonstration of it. The

last bond subject to call by the Government 
has been called. The last dollar to be got 
out of the Treasury by any means within 
the discretion of the Administration has 
been appropriated. After the call maturing 
July 1 has been satisfied and all the bonds 
have been surrendered that their owners are 
willing to surrender the revenue pouring 
into the vaults of the Treasury must lie 
there. No matter what the need for money 
may be outside, no matter what the embar- 
rassment and hindrance caused by this ab- 
sorption of the available capital of the coun- 
try may be, the process of accumulation in 
the Treasury and of depletion of the money 
market must goon. Against such a demand 
for action as this will produce mere obstruc- 
tion will not be safe. The policy of reduc- 
tion, therefore, in the form that will leave 
their favored interests most secure is, for 
the protectionists, imperative. 

But that this is really a desperate policy 
is shown by the avowal that the first step 
toward its accomplishment is “to make 
sure that Mr. Car.isLez is not chosen Speak- 
er.” That involves making the fight at the 
outset and openly in the Democratic caucus. 
We shall not predict whether or not it will 
be successful, but we regard with satisfac- 
tion the certainty that if this fight be under- 
taken it will be on a plain issue, and on one 
that the Democratic Party must meet. That 
party has submitted very tamely for a long 


. time to the defeat of its avowed principles 


and the violation of its most definite pledges 
by treachery that has been clearly exposed 
and even avowed, but has not been pun- 
ished. It now bids fair to have to facea 
struggle that must be decisive. 


PLATT IS “ BOSS.” 

Candidates for office or political organi- 
zations in other States wishing to commu- 
nicate with the Republican Party of the 
State of New-York must hereafter address 
their letters to THomas C. Puatr. Mr. 
PLaTT is now not merely an aspirant 
to the leadership, or an intriguer for 
it—he is the actual leader and boss, and 
the party has apparently become prouder of 
him the nearer it approaches his standard 
of political motives and political meth- 
ods. On Monday evening the Repub- 
lican Club of this city extended the 
right hand of fellowship to Mr. Patt, 
receiving him at its rooms as one of the re- 
cently elected members. Yesterday a caucus 
of the Republican Senators at Albany by a 
vote of 13 to 7 decided that Mr. PLatr 
should be continued in control of the 
Quarantine establishment of this port. 

This double recognition of PLatT as 
@ sound Republican possesses a signifi- 
cance which Republicans cannot conceal 
from the public nor from themselves. 
Tuomas C. PLatT has reaped the fruit of 
his triumph in the Senatorial contest last 
Winter. He is the boss of the Republican 
Party in the State of New-York. 

To five of the Republican Senators who 
contributed to this result—HENDRICKS, 
ComsTocK, CONNELLY, McMILLAN, and 
SmitraH—who have hitherto been accounted 
men of honesty and sense, the conscious- 
ness of the near and remote effects of trans- 
forming their party into an avowed 
Platt party ought to bring a _ sense 
of shame and degradation. It will not. 
The decay of political courage and con- 
science on their part has been too grad- 
ual and too intimately connected with 
their party’s decline in _ principles 
and power to leave room or hope 
in their case for the helpful tonic 
of a moral shock. And there is only 
too much reason to fear that into the filth 
of the pit which Puiatr has dug for the 
party goes with these State Senators United 
States Senator Frank Hiscock. But 
if we have come upon times when the 
men who constitute the organizing and di- 
recting force of the Republican Party 
agree in the opinion that THomas C. PLATT 
is a fit person to be the party’s leader, then 
clearly the party deserves no better or 
cleaner leadership than his, and the sooner 
he’ leads it to defeat and destruction the 
better. 


THE ELECTRIC LIGHT SCANDAL. 

Mayor HrwitT?’s message is a complete 
statement of the case of the people of the 
city of New-York against the Aldermen for 
those who have followed the proceedings of 
that body. For others it is necessary only 
to recall that the lighting of the streets by 
electricity is now confined to two compa- 
nies, and that the rate charged by these 
companies for this service is believed to 
be exorbitant. The only way of ascertain- 
ing whether it is so or not is to open the 
service to competition. Other companies are 
anxious to bid against the companies in 
possession. They have, or claim to have, 
the necessary plants and patents for doing 
the work. They are disabled from com- 
peting simply by reason of their inability 
to erect poles and string wires in the public 
streets. Thisis a publicfranchise for which 
they are compelled to apply to the Alder- 
men. The power of granting these fran- 
chises is the mainstay of “the Aldermanic 
business” in thiscity. If the Aldermen were 
honest men and faithful public servants 
the case would present no difficulties. It 
would be necessary only to guard against 
sham and collusive competition, and this 
could readily be done. All that would be 
needed would be an ordinance granting the 
franchise to every bidder who should de- 
posit a fixed sum with the city authorities, 
to be returned to him in case his bid were 
rejected, or to be forfeited in case it were 
accepted and he failed to carry out the con- 
tract awarded to him. All the bidders 
would then be on the same footing so far as 
that could be managed by the city authori- 
ties. 

An arrangement equivalent to this was 
proposed by Mr. BEEKMAN, the President 
of the Board of Aldermen, and supported by 
a curiously small number of Aldermen whom 
there is every reason to believe honest and 
disinterested. A large majority of the board 
exhibited from the first a strong disinclina~ 
tion to admit any competition for the serv- 
ice, or to allow of the only practicable steps 
being taken to find out whether or not the 
rates charged by the companies in posses- 
sion exorbitant. The public be- 

| lief that they were was greatly strength- 
| ened by the behavior of these Aldermen. 
Inasmuch as nobody supposed that these 


were 


Aldermen were capable of exhibiting much 
energy in behalf of abstract justice or even 
of abstract injustice, it was inferred that 
the companies in possession were making 
profits so large as to be able to retain a ma- 
jority of the Board of Aldermen rather than 
to be reduced to a fair rate by competition 
or to run the chance of losing the contract. 
Every measure looking to the end of ob- 
taining better service and better rates for 
the city was defeated, until public indigna- 
tion was expressed so emphatically that 
even an Alderman could not be insensible 
to it. At this point a pretense was made of 
opening the service to competition, and it is 
the hollowness and falseness of this pre- 
tense that the Mayor exposes. 

It would probably be unjust to charge the 
Aldermen who endeavored to first suppress 
and then to nullify all rivalry with the 
companies that now do the work of light- 
ing the streets with having the money of 
those corporations in their pockets. The 
circumstances indicate rather that they are 
working for contingent fees, and are to get 
nothing unless they succeeded in securing a 
continuance of the monopoly. This is indi- 
cated by the ardor and energy they brought 
to the work, and the promiscuous scurrility 
they have bestowed upon everybody who 
has sought to guard the public in- 
terests. The ardor of most of them 
has been cooled by exposure, and 
especially by reflection upon the fate that 
has befallen several Aldermen of 1884, 
who thought themselves quite as safe in 
giving away the franchise for the Broad- 
way Railroad as the Aldermen of the present 
“combine” thought themselves in denying 
a franchise to the outside companies that 
wished to compete for the electric lighting. 
Alderman Mooney alone seems to retain all 
the audacity with which he began. His re- 
marks yesterday indicate that he does not 
care in the least what his fellow-citizens 
think about him, and that he means to do 
allin his power to retain for the present 
holders their monopoly of the business. 

While there is no strong reason to believe 
that any of the Aldermen have obtained 
money of the companies that hold the mo- 
nopoly, there is very strong reason to be- 
lieve that a corrupt bargain has been made 
by the Aldermen of the ‘‘ combine” on the 
one hand and by the companies or their rep- 
resentatives on the other. There isas much 
reason to believe that such a bargain has 
been made as there was, immediately after 
the special meeting of the Aldermen of 1884 
that presented the Broadway Railroad 
with its charter that such a bargain had 
been made in that case. The present 
Aldermen have been made aware that the 
making and execution of such bargains be- 
comes unsafe when the public attention has 
been directed toit. Thus JAEHNE and the 
others are doing at Sing Sing, for the first 
time in their lives, an important public 
service. It is not amiss to remind the other 
parties to the bargain, if there be a bargain, 
that their position is not unassailable either, 
and that Mr. Jacos SHARP is now actually 
on trial for agreeing to give the bribes 
which sundry Aldermen of 1884 are in Sing 
Sing for agreeing to receive. 


RAPID TRANSIT EXTENSION. 

The Rapid Transit Commissioners have 
made their report to the Mayor on the 
routes laid out to enable the Manhattan 
Company to reach the down-town ferries. 
That seems to have been the sole object of 
their appoitment. Nominally their func- 
tion was to ascertain what further need 
there was for rapid transit facilities in this 
city and to provide for it, but in reality the 
application for their appointment appears 
to have been made solely in the interest of 
an extension of the existing system. No 
other proposition has been before them, and 
this has been urged only by the representa- 
tives of the Manhattan Company. 

That corporation has obtained very nearly 
all that it asked for. Itis not to be permitted 
torun up West-street to the Christopher- 
Street Ferry, asit desired, and to connect 
thence with the Sixth-avenue line, but must 
be content to strike in from the west side 
water front at Duane-street and make its 
way to Sixth-avenue by way of Greenwich, 
Clarkson, and Carmine streets. On the east 
side substantially all it asked for is granted. 
This extension to the down-town ferries 
will be of great value to the company, and 
to a certain extent it will afford accommo- 
dation to the public, but it is open to sev- 
eral objections. 

First of all, the commission has assnmed 
to grant additional space to the elevated 
roads on the Battery Park. This eught by 
all means to be prevented. Among the ex- 
ception of streets to be taken for rapid 
transit roads under the act of 1875 are 
“such as are contained in public parks,” 
This is unhappily worded, asit does not in 
terms exclude them from the parks them- 
selves where they contain no streets, but 
the jurisdiction of the Park Board over 
public grounds ought certainly to enable it 
to keep railroads out of them. But no 
road of this kind can be constructed with- 
out the consent of the local authorities and 
of property owners along the proposed line, 
or, in lieu of the latter, a report of Com- 
missioners appointed by the Supreme 
Court, confirmed by the court, to the effect 
that the road ought to be constructed. No 
consent should ever be given to any scheme 
that will further encroach upon the limited 
breathing space at the Battery. 

Another objection is to be found in the 
crossings provided for, especially on the 
west side, where the ferry line would enter 
upon the Ninth-avenue road by a curve at 
Duane-street, leave it by a similar junction 
at Clarkson-street, and strike the Sixth- 
avenue line at the Third-street curve. With 
the frequency of the trains running in both 
directions, up and down town, such junc- 
tions are dangerous, as has been more than 
once proved at Chatham-square. Further- 
more, the very advantage anticipated by 
the company in an increase of passengers 
from the ferries will still further overload 
the trains on the up-town lines, and already 
they are at certain hours crowded to suffo- 
cation. The city needs new rapid transit 
facilities, but they ought to relieve the 
present overcrowded lines, instead of add- 
ing to their discomforts. 

It is to be hoped that the commission, 
having served the purposes of the Manhat- 


tan Company, will be content and not think _ 
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of laying out any more routes for elevated 
roads. They are not what the city needs, 
They do not furnish rapid transit for long 
distances, and that is the unsatisfied want 
of the city. It can only be met by under- 
ground roads with separate tracks for 
through and way travel, and a speed that 
will afford real rapid transit. There will be 
no genuine relief to the present congestion 
of local travel until this solution of the 
problem has been reached.

Mr. MATTHEW Barrp, the contractor who 
is popularly supposed to be engaged in re- 
paving lower Fifth-avenue, was doubtless 
shocked at receiving notice from Gen. NEW- 
TON, the Commissioner of Public Works, 
that he must either go on with his work 
or abandon it. Mr. Barrp’s ideas of a pub- 
lic work seem to belong to a former era, 
when the contractor was supposed to ex- 
pend most of his energies in getting a job 
rather than in prosecuting the work un- 
dertaken by him. He had a little difficulty 
with the men in his employ, and when they 
left he stopped work and waited for them 
to return. It does not seem to have oc- 
casioned him much worry that the 
residents along Fifth-avenue and the 
side streets from Ninth-street up were 
subjected to great annoyance, that the 
avenue was kept in an almost impassable 
condition, and that the sidewalks were in- 
cumbered with paving blocks. He felt that 
he could afford to wait and trust to the 
soothing influence of time. He has just been 
awakened, by Gen. Newton’s proper notice, 
to the fact that the public has some rights 
in the matter which even a contractor is 
bound to respect. Now, if Mr. Barrp fails 
to goon with hie work and thus puts an 
end to an undoubted nuisance, it is ex- 
tremely likely that the work will be taken 
away from him and given, as it should be, 
to some one who will attend to it promptly. 

ORE OL SED IPRA SECTS 

A public hearing will be had to-morrow 
before the Board of Street Opening and Im- 
provement with regard to the proposed 
widening and extension of Elm-street. The 
need of this work has long been known. 
The thoroughfare which it is proposed to 
make will afford new and needed facilities 
for travel and traffic, and will tend to re- 
lieve Broadway of much of the crush of 
vehicles which now prevails there all 
through the business hours of the day. It 
will also open up for improvement and 
business a section of territory which 
has been neglected for years, and 
will consequently add to the tax- 
able and rental value of many blocks. 
The committee of the Board of Street 
Opening and Improvement, consisting of 
Gen. NEWTON, President BEEKMAN, of the 
Board of Aldermen, and President BORDEN, 
of the Park Department, have unanimously 
reported in favor of the project and against 
the rival project of extending Centre-street. 
Public sentiment has all along been in 
favor of the proposed improvement of Elm- 
street, and this should be made manifest at 
to-morrow’s meeting. The work of im- 
provement cannot begin too soon nor be too 
speedily completed. It is one of those 
things which is bound to be a public con- 
venience as well as a profitable venture as 
far as the city’s interests are concerned. 


The first victim of yellow fever at Key 
West was taken sick on the 18th inst. 
Since that date there have been two or three 
deaths, and the presence of the disease has 
caused a panic among the residents. The 
efficacy of the method of inoculation dis- 
covered and used in South America by Dr. 
FREIRE and Dr. GrrarpD seems to have been 
demonstrated beyond question. Probably 
the inquiry concerning the value of this 
method which Surgeon STERNBERG is now 
making will confirm the favorable opinions 
heretofore expressed. People living on our 
southern coast should be enabled to make 
some use of this prophylactic. 


LOOAL PEOULIARITIES OF SPEEOH.

Inthis country we seem to be on the 
verge of adding another to the curiosities of 
philology. whether to the advantage or to the 
disadvantage of ourselves and our posterity 
time will tell.

unknown in heaven or earth, which reveals the 
Western man wherever heis found? The little 
word sir, which Dickens laughed at us for usin 

so often, betrays the Westerner all the worl 

over. Itis not the sor of the Irishman, nor the 
sah of the negro and the Southerner, nor the sare 
of the Frenchman; itis see’, either with the ee cut 


, short off, like syin syrup, or followed by a pe- 


culiar sound made by the tip of the tongue against 
the top of the gums of theupper jaw. This 
sound of r isso familiar thatone may easily 
fail to recognize its peculiarity; but we shall de- 
tect it readily enough 1f we observe how chil- 
dren are ary oy say co’erd for cord and wo’em 
for worm, At the end of words we all are apt to 
drop an 7, as our English cousins do, but in the 
middle of words and syllables some of us sur- 
pass the English by turning our r’s into y's. 
{Listen to the first half-educated person whom you 
may hear saying jirst or world, and you will be 
only too likely to observe the exchange.

FRENCH PICTURES AT THE ACADEMY 


——_— 

The Academy of Design is filled with a 
collection of French paintings which have been 
“brought from Paris for exhibition only”—what- 
éver that may imply—and will remain visible till 
the end of June, with the exception of Sundays, 
A few are really what the catalogue claims for 
all of them—“celebrated paintings’—put tne 
greater partis a queer assortment of works by 
Impressionists of the extreme modern wing, 
Impressionists of the earlier school such as Dela- 
croix and Courbet, and plodding folk {like, to 
Verboeckhoven and Willems. The wild feats in 
candy colors by Pissaro, Renoir, and Monet 
have been familiar since the exhibition of French 
Impressionists last year at the American Art 
Association, and these now again shown are 
obviously not ‘for exhibition only.” Neither 
are the poor if not absolutely questionable 
examples of the late Monticelli, of Marseilles, 
five in number, nor the six by Alfred Sisley, nor 
the 11 marines, large and small, by that most 
attractive painter, Eugéne Louis Boudin. As 
regards the last, it is well {hat the public should 
have the chance of buying his work, for seldom 
does one see more delightful bits than such 
marines as “The Green Ship,” “The Meuse,” 
and “* View of the Sea near Dieppe.” His works 
console one for much that is tasteless, stupid,

Among the celebrated paintings are two by 
Delacroix. “The Death of Sardanapalus” cre- 
ated much excitement in Paris 60 years but 
at Sreeens we oan see how imperfectly oix 
had freed himself from the trammels of the 
pseudo-classic art of France. It betrays an 
ardent and indeed ——— study of Rubens 
and a very successful attempt to reproduce the 
large modeled and vivid flesh painting of the 
nude women of that great master. The scene 
is mare than striking; it is bewildering. a.- 
though the aw 4 of Sardanapalus is 
hardly central enough, its impressiveness con- 
trasts fine with the writhing figures 
of his wives who are dying by the 
sword about him or preparing for death. 
But the canvas is overcharged with 
figures and loses force by too great striving 
after effect. The charger which a negro is try- 
ing to haul upon the mound of treasures about 
the couch of Sardanapulus is an accessory that 
excites merriment in itself, and is poorly paint- 
ed to boot. The other Delacroix is very Miffer- 
ent. It shows the Salle des Pas Perdus at the 
beautiful Court House in Rouen, and the inci- 
dent is a dramatic scene from ecclesiastical life,

iors. Itis a beautiful, sober, dramatic picture, 
which makes one think of the novels of Ferdi- 
nand Fabre.

A portrait of Pope Leo XIII. and a 
“ Head of an Old Man” are the best exhibits of 
Claude Ferdinand Gaillard, a conscientious 
workman whose “Christ Dead” marks a limit 
which he cannot reach. The five examples of 
Algerian landscape and architecture by Victor 
Pierre Huguet are worth examining; they be- 
long to the pictures for sale, Of et the 
Impressionist the “ Execution of Maximilian” is 
notable, being one of those pictures which are 
so useless and so hideous in themselves that the 
attention is forced to it. Maximilian is a mean, 
white-faced creature in a queer hat, who looks 
intoxicated to dullness. The soldiers are not Mex- 
icans at all. There is but one good figure in this 
disgusting and extremely stupid picture, that of 
& non-commissioned officer, who examines the 
lock of his gun behind the squad of soldiers, 
whose muskets, as they fire, almost touch tne 
breasts of Maximilian and his fellow-sufferers, 

The great fame which M. Puvis de Chavannes 
has won in France makes the 10 examples of his 
work in the North Gallery most interesting. 
Some are synthetic symbolical compositions, 
like “‘ War,” “ Peace,” *“ Work,” “Rest;” others 
reductions of large wall paintings at the Pan- 
theon, and his famous “ Ludus pro Patria,” The 
impression one gets ot M. de Chavannes is the 
same as that produced by the elaborate tapes- 
tries formerly made at the Gobe factory; 
one might say that almost all these pictures are 
cartoonsin light colors from which tapestries 
were to be woven. His rendition, his soljdity 
of mind, his unusual power of composition 
impress one strongly, but the awing 
which he has chosen to use is anything 
but agreeable. It suggests a barren effort to 
recall the naiveté of men like Giotto; however 
sees the effort may be the doing it to- 

ay in Paris is, perhaps, beyond the power of 
man. Not that such ideals are out of place, or 
that one does not honor M. de Chavannes for 
trying, but that for one reason or another he has 
not succeeded. This is terrible — French 
art just now. The most successful g here is 
“The Poor Fisherman,” who has put his net 
down and stands in his rude bost with arms 
folded over his miserable shirt as if praying for 
luck. His wife and child walk aud sleep in 
medieval attitudes on the flower-spread shore; 
but in the face and figure of the poor man M. de 
Chavannes has shown a childlike, sorrowful res- 
ignation which is touching. In the “Dream” 
three angels, stiff as if cut from cardboard, are 
in the act of descending from the sky upon a 
poor woman asleep at the foot of a tree. 

Other notable pictures are the *‘ Diana Sur- 
prised,” by Lefebvre, shown in the Salon of 
1879, full of beautiful, clear — of women 
undraped; “ Death of a Bull,” by the sculptor 
Falguiéres, who is. competing at Washington 
for the monument to Lafayette, and, like Du- 
bois, is an excellent painter; ‘“* Pictures at the 
Pantheon,” in colored reductions, by Henri 
Lévy; “A Captain,” Spanish figure, by Meis- 
sonier; ‘ Dogs,” by Joseph Mélin; “We 
Want Barabbas,” by C. L, Muller, a turbu- 
lent scene, in which a man behind Barab- 
bas holds his arms up and opens his mouth 
exactly like the displeasing Jew in Munkacsy’s 
“Christ Before Pilate;” ‘‘ Morning” and “‘ Even- 
ing,” two curious ose canvasses by Rous- 
seau; “Night March” and “ Reserve Troops,” 
careful and well composed military pictures by 
P. A. Protais, and a seated ‘“‘Magdalen,” witha 
wishy-washy face, by Pierre Auguste Cot. The 
pictures .are 223 in number and represent a 
wide range of talent without having a very high 
average of merit. We may say that American 

ainters can regard the collection with a good 
eal of composure, since {t shows that native 
workmen equal all but the very beet French 
artists and in some cases push the best very 
close. 


THE PINK-EYED PITTSLEYsS. “3@

Scattered through the several country 
towns and villages of Rochester, Freetown, 
Lakeville, Long Plain, Acushnet, and Myricks 
is a peculiar race of people that stick cioseto their

AN AFTER-DINNER UTTERANCE 
ON OBRIEN’S VISIT. 

THE EDITOR OF “UNITED IRELAND” 
LEAVES HAMILTON AND IS NOW AT 
NIAGARA FALLS. 

Toronto, Ontario, May 24.—Lord Lans- 

; flowne, in his speech before the National Club 

ss to-night, referred to Mr. O’Brien’s visit to Can- 

ada as follows: “The kindness and hospitality 
of your people have been as delightful as 
the weather which we have encountered. 

It is true that during our visit a 

slight vouch of _ electricity has been 

perceptible in the atmosphere, and that certain 
atars have shot madly from their spheres into 
your quiet firmament. ‘they have experienced 
the fate which usually overtakes such erratic 
constellations.

ACTION OF THE CONTRACTORS DEFENDED 
BY THE BUILDERS. 

CHICAGO, May 24.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Association of 
Builders sat in its rooms at the Grand 
Pacific all the morning waiting for business 
men, strikers, locked-out men, and the 
men who locked them out, to appear before it 
and free their minds about the present 
trouble in the business trades in Chicago. 
A few contractors came, but nobody 
else, and the committee finally adjourned 
and to-night its members left for their 
homes. As a result of its visit the com- 
mittee issued an address to the building 
interests and the general public. The text of 
the address is found in these remarks made by 
Secretary Sayward as he was leaving for his 
home in Boston. “‘ The Chicago contractors have 
simply got to fight it out. Our association has 
no power torender anything more than moral 
support. I have all confidence,however,in the men 
who have the leadership in this righteous war- 
i “tare, A defeat in this strike would be a national 
calamity.” The address begins by reciting the 
eauses of the trouble, which have been described 
in dispatches to THE Times. In commenting on 
the action of the builders it says: 


“We believe that nothing has been done beyond 
what the situation imperatively demanded and the 
gafo and proper conduct of business require. 
: Woe are only astonished that the crisis has

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THE PLANT REVEALED. 


PART OF MR. CHEEVER’S SILVERWARE 
RECOVERED AND TWO ARRESTS MADE. 
About two-thirds of the $3,000 worth of 
silverware stolen from the residence of Mr. 
John D. Cheever, at Cedarhurst, Long Island, 
early on the morning of May 16, was found yes- 
terday morning buried not more than 150 feet 
from the railroad station at Hewlett’s, Long 
Island, on the side of the station toward Val- 
ley Stream. Freaerick Metzler, who has charge 
of the steam engine at the Woodsburg Pavilion, 
left his home at Valley Stream yesterday at 6 A. 
M. to go to work. He walked along the railroad 
track because that is the shortest way. Metz- 
ler says his attention was attracted, when he 
was a short distance from Hewlett’s Station, by 
the end of a drab table cloth which seemed to 
grow out of the sand in a gully beside the rall- 


road track. He descended into the gully and 
caught hold of the cloth, and, with a very slight 
pull, there was disclosed to his eyes a 
shining mass of silver cups, pitchers, 
plates, knives, &c., all thrown together like so 
much dirt. Metzler was so frightened, he says, 
by the discovery that he ran immediately to the 
house of Frank H. Weyant and told him what 
had happened. Weyant, who lives near the 
station, went back to the treasure-trove with 
Metzler and immediatly, from the descriptions 
he had read, recognized in the buried — the 
stolen possessions of Mr. Cheever. Wevant, 
without in any way interfering with the stuff as 
found, sent immediately for Mr, Cheever, who 
came over to Hewlett’s and identified the plate 
as his own. 

Mr. Cheever said last night that almost all the 
solid ware was contained among the pieces 
found in the hole, the thieves having otherwise 
secreted or disposed of the plated articles. The 
silver when discovered was very badly cut, the 
mutilations having apparently been perpetrat- 
ed with a pair of finsmith’s shears which 
were DF near the spot. The prize 
cups, pitchers, and mugs were cut from top to 
bottom, and many of the knives and forks were 
broken in two, while spoons and butter knives 
were bent and twisted. One solid silver cake 
basket, worth about $300, was broken ip pieces, 
and a solid gold-lined dish was cut completely in 
half. There was scarcely a piece ome those 
found which was not cut or defaced in some 
manner. 

Two suspicious characters who were seen 
loitering in the vicinity of Hewlett’s early yes- 
terday were later shadowed to Jamaica by one 
of the Pinkerton detectives, and being unable to 
give a satisfactory account of themselves were 
locked up there. The Pinkerton people firmly 
believe that these men know something about 
the burglary. 

The capture of the two suspicious characters 
was made by Capt. Owen Kavanagh, of the 
Rockaway police, and Deputy Sheriff William 
Carpenter, of Jamaica. ‘These officers were 
notified by telegraph yesterday morning that 





two  suspicious-looking men had gone 
in the direction of Jamaica, and 
their search resulted in the discovery 


of the robbers’ cave and the robbers in it. 
After handcuffing their prisoners the officers 
searched the cave, but did not find any property 
of value, though they found some burglars’ 
implements. The officers took their prisoners 
to the Town Hallin the village of Jamaica and 
locked them up. The men gave their names as 
Michael Gaven and Timothy Flaherty, and paid 
they belonged in New-York. They were fully 
identified as being the men seen at Hewlett's in 
the morning, though they both denied having 
robbed Mr. Cheever’s house. 

Capt. Kavanagh will visit Police Headquarters 
in New-York to-day to see if the prisoners’ pict- 
ures are in the Rogue’s Gallery.

“Fair Fame,” the play by Clinton Stuart 
tried at the Madison-Square Theatre yesterday 
afternoon, turned out to be another version of 
* Denise,” with English names for the French 
personages, an English country house for the 
scene, and the character of the Baroness, trans- 
formed into Lady Clara Farquhar, made much 
more prominent than she isin Dumas’s curious 
study of social life in France. A very fair trans- 
lation of ‘‘Denise” was put on the stage at 
Daly’s Theatre April 21, 1885, and remained 
there for a fortnight, during which it was ob- 
served withinterest by large audiences. Miss 
Clara Morris was then Denise, and Mr. Joseph 
Haworth presented a remarkably fine delinea- 
tion of the perplexed and passionate hero. The 
play did not endure in its English form because it 
is not suited to the tastes of our theatregoers. 
The social problem presented, if not demon- 
strated, in ‘“ Denise” is not of much interest 
to Anglo-Saxon minds, and we doubt even if 
it was ever considered seriously in Paris. A 
high-born gentleman loves a young woman who 
is dependent on him, but suspects that there is a 
stain on her sera life. His suspicion is well 
founded, The betrayer of Denise is a suitor for 
the hand ofthe hero’s sister, and the gay vouth’s 
mother is intriguing to make the match. The 
sin of Denise is made known by her own confes- 
sion. The weighty problem thus solved is this: 
Shall the hero condemn a girl sonoble to a life of 
wedded misery with her betrayer or living death 
in a convent or shall he remove the stain upon her 
name by making her his wife? All this is treat- 
ed of in Dumas’s play with the plausible mee 
ophy and polished wit that havedistinguished all 
his recent writings. Much of the original! text 
is dispensed with in Mr. Stuart’s version, but the 
substance remains, Some of the hair-splittin 
arguments of thatinevitable personage in mod- 
ern French comedy, the amiable friend, are 
omitted. Mr. Stuart’s English text, though it 
may read well enough, does not always sound 
well. Such a sentence as ‘That word you have 
involuntarily uttered has re-established the dis- 
tance between us” is a dreadful mouthful for a 
womanin a state of agitation. The character 
of Lady Clara Farquhar is largely Mr. 
Stuart’s own, and there is a great deal of sparkle 
in her cynical banter. But the part is over- 
drawn. Miss Mathilde Madison was Lady Clara 
yesterday, and Miss Linda Dietz, an old friend 
returned to us, was Margaret Preston, otherwise 
Denise. Miss Dietz was refined and pathetic, 
but feeble also. She seemed to be ill and nery- 
ous. Mr. Vanderfelt was too noisy as the hero. 
Mr. Ramsey, Mr. J. H. Fitzpatrick, Miss Lilla 
Vane, Mr. Frank Rodney, and Mrs, E. J. Phil- 
lips were in the cast, and the last-named actress 
treated her one short scene with admirable 
artistic skill. But it was a very depressing 
afternoon. 
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RARE BOOKS SELLING CHEAPLY. 
With few exceptions the prices realized 
at the Hoe book sale at 739 Broadway yester- 
day were even smaller than those of the day 
previous. Many of the books sold for 10 and 25

DISCUSSING ORGANIO UNION. 


PRESBYTERIANS FOR AND AGAINST THE 
QUESTION. 


Sr. Louis, May 24.—The bloody shirt was 
flaunted in all its ghastiiness in the Southern 
Assembly to-day. The debate on organic union 
came up, and Dr. Smoot, of Texas, a signer of 
the minority report, talked for three hours 
against organic or any other kind of union, The 
key to his powerful speech is taken from his own 
words: “I was but a young man, hardly a 
man,” he said, “when the roarof the cannon 
ceased. All that [had ever hoped for, worldly 
power or glory, had gone down with that 
dear cause. I said to myself there is but one 
green isle for me in all this turbulent sea, and 
for that I shall sail. That isle is the church. 
There I have rested ever since. Patriotism and 
loyalty are among the vanities for me. The 


church is the only dear thing on earth for me 
besides my wife and children. Don’t take it away 
from me, brethren.” He charged that the North- 
ern Church was guilty of political utter- 
ances which were a_ violation of the 
church’s constitution. He stood for princi- 
ple against. all the world. He showed 
that the Northern Assembly had once 
said: “In the name of our. martyred 
President” instead of “in the name of a crucified 
Christ.” The ory of a new South was all right in 
polities and business, but not in religion. He 
charged that revolutionary spirits like Garrison 
and Phillips had overridden the Constitution of 
the United States, and that spirit was now domi- 
nant in the Northern church. When he saw the 
corruption in New-England he felt like sending 
missionaries there. He resurrected dead issues 
eae paraded them before the fiery Southern 
eart. 

Col. Livingstone, of Georgia, a Ruling Elder, 
replied to Dr. Smoot in the afternoon and pul- 
verized his arguments. He began by stating that 
Mr. Smoot was stationed in Kentucky when the 
war broke out, and was arrested by the soldiers 
and made to take an oath before a Provost Mar- 
shal. There are men to whose heart that cause 
was dearer than to Mr. Smoot’s who denied the 
Union. There were men who were deeper down in 
slavery who wanted it. The new South wanted it. 
The new South wasn’t ashamed to shake a brave 
brother’s hand, He then quoted the hard things 
the Southern Church had said against the North- 
ern Church, and showed that the Southern 
Church had dabbled in politics and had sent 
down a pastoral letter indorsing slavery. He 
oa seeps ridiculing the position of Dr.

A PRETTY GIRL DISAPPEARS. 





THE PEOPLE OF A MAINE TOWN GREAT- 
LY EXCITED—A SEARCH. 
WATERVILLE, Me., May 24.—Maud Ma- 
son, a young and pretty girl of this town, has 
been missing since last evening. She lived with 
her father and mother about two miles be- 


low the village on the River road 
She was seen by several people riding 
horseback about 8 o’clock last evening, 


and was last seen about 8:30 on horseback in 
conversation with a young man. Becomin 
alarmed at her prolonged absence about 1 
o’clock, her brother started in search of her. 
He rode all through the village, calling at every 
mr she was likely to stop at, and not finding 
er he called up the neighbors and they started 
with lanterns to scour the roads. Early this 
morning, a neighbor found the hoof prints of a 
horse in the road about Wilson's stock farm, one 
and one-quarter miles west of Waterville. 
They were easily traced, the horse wearing 
no shoes, and were found to lead about a 
mile to a boathouse bridge on the Messa- 
louskee. Arriving there the searchers 
heard the whinny of a horse, and, on 
shouting the girl’s name, report that theyfheard 
a crashing in the bushes. On investigation they 
found Maud’s horse hitched to a tree near the 
stream. This was about 2:30. Driving hastily 


into town they informed the authorities, 
and a fire alarm was sounded, calling 
forth large numbers of citizens, who 


with lanterns scoured the woods around where 
the horse was found, discovering nothing how- 
ever. At daylight this morning a party found 
well-defined prints of a man’s and woman’s 
boots, evidently walking together, by the side of 
the horse’s tracks all the way from Wilson’s 
farm to where the horse was found. 

George Blair, a young married man, about 25, 
a hostler at Wilson's, is found to be also missing. 
He has lately separated from his wife and has 
been seen several times with Maud. Persons 
have just been found who claim to 
have seen them together at 11 o’clock 
last evening. Foul play is feared and 
the utmost excitement is felt throughout the 
town. Parties have been searching all day, and 
if she is not found by morning the Messalouskee 
stream will be dragged. Theories of an elope- 
ment are advanced, but are not probable. 
A woman’s footprints were found this after- 
noon leading northward from where the horse 
was found, extending to the edge of the 
stream where they were lost. The young lady’s 
parents are nearly crazy with grief. It ig 
anxiously hoped to get something to-night to re- 
lieve their intense anxiety. any think the 
couple would have returned home had they not 
heard the alarm and surmised its cause, and 
that they are still in the neighborhood. 





THE “LEADERS” NEW OWNER. 





JAMES O'BRIEN BUYS THE PAPER WHICH 
HATED POLITICIANS. 

The Leader, the paper which has claimed 
to be the official organ of trades unions and the 
United Labor Party, and to be opposed to all 
other political parties and professional poll- 
ticians, has virtually been bought up by an old 
politician, the Hon. James O’Brien. 

The shareholders of the Leader met last even- 
ing at Clarendon Hall to consult as to what 
should be done to save the paper from being 
swamped, for it was heavily in debt, its circu- 


lation had run down to 5,000 or 6,000, and it 
was losing money daily. 

The editor-in-chief, Mr. Shevitch, told them 
that unless $3,000 was raised by to-day the 
paper would be issued for the last time. A 
motion was made tg hand over the Leader to its 
employes, end then Treasurer Arohibald 
said he had received an offer of some 
$8,000. As it came from a politician "he 
did not think it should be _ accepted. 
Prof. De Leon, who was prominent during the 
George campaign as a labor and political re- 
former and who denounced parties and politi- 
cians, said that James O’Brien had offered the 
$8,000, and he was in favor of accepting it. It 
would be just the same as a hospital or church 
accepting a gift, no matter whence it came. 

The shareholders did not seem to relish the 
singular argument, but the Chairman, after some 

uiet consultation, announced that a delegate of 
the United Labor Party haa offered to raise 
$8,000 to help out the Leader, and that that dele- 
gate was Prof. De Leon. The offer made in this 
manner was accepted by the meeting with loud 
hurrahs.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Richard Sayles, a well known woolen manu 
facturer of Uxbridge, Mass., died yesteaday. 

Gen. Charles E. Lamotte died at his home, in 
Wilmington, Del., yesterday morning, after a pro- 
longed illness, of neuralgia of the heart. He was 


one of the first persons in Delaware to respond to 
the Government’s call for volunteers, and served as 
Captain of Company A of the First Delaware Regi- 
ment. He was afterward Colonel of the Sixth Regi- 
ment of Hancock’s Veteran Volunteers, and was 
subsequently breveted Brigadier-General. He was 
on the staff of Gen. Ayers, Second Division Fifth 
Army Corps, which post he held until the close of 
the war, e then engaged in the practice of law in 
Cincinnati. but owing to the development of the ail- 
ment which resulted in his death he was obliged to 
retire from active life in 1882, and had resided in 
Wilmington since that time. 


Walter T. Brush, one of the oldest and best 
known members of the Produce Exchange, died yes- 


terday morning of Bright’s disease, at his home 
in Sixty-first-street. He was 78 years old, and was 
born in Huntington, Long Island. He came to this 
city when 14 years old, entering the employ of his 
uncle, Abiel Brush, @ well known old-time merchant. 
In 1834 he became a member of the provision house 
of Brush & Co., and remained inthe firm until its 
dissolution in 1865. After that he retired trom 
active business, but was closely identified with the 
Produce Exchange, serving on nearly all its com- 
mittees and taking a deep interest in its concerns. 
He leaves five children—Mrs. C. H. Southard, Mrs, 
Andrew Findlay, Jr., James E. Brush, and two un- 
married daughters, all residents ofthis city. The 
funeral services will be held at the Church of the 
Divine Paternity. to-morrow or Friday. 


Abraham B. Conger, who died at his home, 11 
Waverley-place, yesterday morning, was born in 


this city July 5,1814. He was a graduats of Colum- 
bia College in the Class of ’33. In 1841 he moved to 
Haverstraw, Rockland County, N. Y., and lived 
there as a farmer until 1876, when he returned to 
New-York and made this city his residence the rest 
of his life. While he lived in Haverstraw he was 
an active member of the State Agricultural Society, 
and for some time was its President. In 1867 he 
investigated the rinderpest, which was then de- 
vastating the herds of the State, and made a report 
thereon which did much toward eradicating it. Mr. 
Conger was a life-long Democrat. In 1853 he rep-

It 
was decided to give prizes of $25 in each class 
for the Decoration Day sail. This virtually con- 
verts the club’s opening sailinto a regatta, and 
some lively racing may be expected.

MR. GARLAND TALKS. \ 


HE WILL RETIRE FROM OFFICIAL LIFE 


AT THE END OF HIS TERM. 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Attorney-General Gar- 
land talked freely to-day with a reporter concerning 
his supposed candidacy for the vacancy on the Su- 
premo Court bench. After saying, “I donot want the 
place and will not take it if offered me,” Mr. Gar. 
land set forth his reasons as follows: “I do not,” 
said he,‘ undervalue the place. It has work and 
responsibility enough to test the energy and ability 
of any one, and honor sufficient for the most ambi- 
tious. When the last two appointments for the 
Supreme Court were made my name was conspicu- 
ously mentioned by persons of both parties for 
selection. At that time I would have read- 


ily accepted such a position, and [ _ did 
not hesitate to say so; but I was younger by 
several years and my health was much tter 
then than now. Then there was a period of 20 years 
between my age and that fixed for retiring, and m 
health was unimpaired. Now, that period % only 1 
youre, and my constitution is worn and enteebled by 
severe attack of sickness that came upon me in 
March, 1886. The duties of the office of Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court are so important 
and so exacting that I feel it is due the public serv- 
ice that, as a general rule, and other things bein 
equal, one who enters upon their performance shoul 
have a fair and reasonable prospect of 20 
ears of active, unbroken labor before reaching 
he age named by the law for retiring. For thé 
work done in that court lasts for all the years to 
come, and goes far to mold and fashion our institu- 
tions, make and execute the laws as wemay. I 
could not even indulge the hope of having the 
period of 15 years allowed me for continuous hard 
work, and I would be untrue to duty to accept such 
atrust with this fact staring me in the face, Be-

IN HONOR OF THE QUEEN.

RECIPROCITY FOR CANADA 


FAOTS AND FIGURES ILLUS- 

TRATING ITS ADVANTAGES. 
BARRIER BETWEEN THE DOMINION 
AND THIS COUNTRY—THE FISHERIES 
A BONE OF CONTENTION. 

‘ToroNTO, May 24.—Exactly 21 years ago 
the United States constructed a barrier between 
it and the provinces of Canada. This barrier 
possessed all of the annoying and none of the 
Rs advantageous qualities of a barbed-wire fence; it 
ie was invisible until it made itself felt. It ex- 
7; tended for a distance of 3,000, miles and was 
manne@ with officials whose duty it appeared to 
re be to prevent, unless under more or less heavy 
3 exactions, the passage of any article possessed 
ae by a Canadian and desired by an American. As 
s in duty bound Canada followed the example of 
the United States and also erected a barrier and 
putit in charge of an army, and this army, to 
this day, is employed in preventing the United 
Btates from extending its market over the North 
American oontinent, except under conditions 
which debar many of its products from compet- 
ing with those of a country nearly as large as 
Be, itself, and from which it is only separated by an 
imaginary line. This expensive barrier—for the 
guards.on neither side are philanthropists—is of 
age. A coming of age is generally considered 


an occasion for rejoicing, if the exchequer will 
admit of festivities. Neither Canada nor the 
United States is without cee 8 or without 
; credit; in fact the difficulty with the United 
States, according to common report and neatly 
: tabulated figures, seems to be to get rid of its 
surplus cash. While no such harrowing condi- 
tion of affairs exists in Canada, the Dominion 
could afford to rejoice were it necessary. But 
this particular coming of age is not considered 
on either side of the line an occasion for any- 
thing of the sort and will not be a feature of the 
i jubilee celebration. There are even some who 
mourn that this full-grown bone gg of a short- 
sighted policy was not strangle in its cradle. 


There is a fetich in Canada known as the “N. 
P.”—in full the National Policy. It was pre- 
sented to the country by Sir John Macdonald 


nine years ago, at a period when all other 
fetiches had fallen into disrepute. Sir John Mac- 
donald had lost his arip on popular favor 
through allegea familiarity with a railroad scan- 
dal, and was anxious to regain the Premiership 
which Mackenzie had taken from him. The 
pountry was in an impoverished state, busi- 
ness was at stagnation point. Sir John raised 
the cry of “ Protection;” the country demanded 
; it of Mackenzie—at least the struggling manu- 
‘ facturers did, and the agriculturists were in- 
formed that it meant fortune for them. Mac- 
enzie was an advocate of free trade. He be- 
feved in it, and stood by his convictions. On 
the wave labeled “ National Policy” Sir John 
Macdonald rode into office, and the policy and 
g ae John reign together in the Dominion to this 
4 ay. 
* ee 
a 
However much in need of protection Canada 
nay have felt so far as other countries are con- 
cerned, it is by no means clear that she has 


favored such a policy as nner the United 
States. The evidence isin direct opposition to 
such a theory. She had tasted partial reci- 
procity with the Unitea States, and the flavor 
evidently tickled ner palate. The partial reci- 
saeee treaty of 1854 was terminated by the 
ni States. Since its termination Canada has 
made constant efforts forits renewal. She has 
even offered to increase the advantages which 
it was supposed to offer to the United States, 
There is to-day upon her statute books a law 
which provides that whenever the United States 
shall admit any of the articles embraced in the 
achedule of the abrogated treaty, ana many 
articles not therein mentioned, the products of 
Canada, free of duty, Canada will return the 
compliment. This law stands good to-day, and 
that it was made when Can adopted her pres- 
ent tariff, which operates so far as all countries 
~—Engiand included—are concerned, is unim- 
peachable evidence that she has always been 
willing to cultivate friendly relations with a 
country to’‘which she is bound by natural condi- 
tions. Fah 
* 
The question of reciprocal relations between 
the two countries has at various periods in the 
last 20 years been mooted in the United States, 


and once at least—in 1874—the subject was 
given serious attention by Congress, and but for 
@ lack of time that body woulda probably have 
taken such action as would have rendered un- 
necessary a crusade that is now in its infancy, 
¢ - but that has alre developed surprising 
* strength and enrolled in its ranks some of the 
ia soundest thinkers and most progressive spirits 
in Canada. The movement, though transferred 
to the Dominion, had its inception in the United 
States. The proposition has really been born 
again, but on this occasion commercial union 
promises to obtain—and in a surprisingly brief 
period—a very large and powerful following in 
the Dominion. Its advance might be likened to 
the velocity of a prairie fire. It has not, how- 
ever, yet succeeded in sweeping all obstacles 
from pee. This, perhaps, would not have 
been desired by its advocates, might,in fact, 
have defeated their object, for it is reasonably 
certain that an end unanimously desired by the 
Dominion would not meet with universal favor 
in the United States. 
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Such a proposition is not of such recent in- 
: ception as may be generally supposed. The 
¢ prominence ‘given to it, however, is due to the 


introduction in Congress,in February, by Rep- 
: resentative Butterworth, of Ohio, of a measure 
: providing for commercial union between the 
two countries. Mr. Butterworth has always 
been considered and still announces himself a 

otectionist. But the eagerness with which the 

and of fellowship has been stretched across the 
border, to say nothing of considerations certain- 
ly not less important, affords ample excuse for 
& brief review of the trade relations that have 
exigted between the United States and Canada 
sinfo 1850, and perhaps a period considerably 
antedating that year. 


The bone of contention between the two coun- 
tries ever sincs the United States achieved its 
independence has been the fisheries. The fish- 


eries of Canada are the most extensive, as they 
‘are the richest, in the world. Twenty-five hun- 
‘dred miles of sea coaston the Atlantic and an 
‘dditional 3,500 miles on the Pacific and inland 
‘seas form a stamping ground for fish that can- 
not be even glanced at without envy by others 
than the owners. Canada not only owns enor- 
mous and fruitful fishing grounds, but, what is 
almost as important, unlimited quantities of 
bait, and the calculating Yankee has ever been 
troubled with inability to understand just where 
hits fishing territory begins and ends. The treaty 
which terminated the war of independence de- 
ned in @ very vague way the rights and privi- 
eges of the United States regarding the fisheries. 
he treaty of Ghent, which was signed in 1814, 
‘was silent on the subject and, taking advantage 
of this, England apparently concluded that the 
Dnited States had surrendered substantial fish. 
ing rights. Owing to this conclusion and Eng- 
and’s consequent action the relations of the two 
countries were often of a strained character un- 
til the treaty which provided for partial reci- 
procity between Canada and the United States 
‘was ratified. In this treaty, which remained in 
force from 1855 to 1866, inclusive, were enu- 
merated articles that were to recognize no barrier 
between the United States and Canada. 


A comparison of the ‘trade relations between 
the two countries for periods prior and subse- 
quent to the time covered by the partial reci- 


procity treaty of 1855-66 will show exactly the 
advantages derived from it by Canada. From 
1850 to 1854 inclusive, a period of tive years, 
Canada imported from the United States prod- 
uce of the value of $71,552,746, and exported to 
the United States goods valued at $40,047,484 
the balance of trade betng in favor of the United 
Btates to the extent of $31,505,262 out of a total 
trade of $111,600,230. 


During 12 years of the reciprocity treaty Cana- 
da’s imports of articles enumerated in the treaty

The percentage of enumerated arti- 
cles exported was 83, against 17 of not enume- 
rated. The percentages show that the treaty 
‘was not unwisely fashioned by the United States, 
as although in enumerated articles the balance 
of trade was largely infavor of Canada, yet in 
those articles that were dutiable it was largely 
against her. Still the balance of trade for 12 
years, in a total of $596,278,650, was only 
$40,582,618 in favor of the United States, 
against $31,505,262 for the five years preceding 
the treaty, in a total trade of $111,600,230, 





























The advantages of reciprocity for Canada will 
also be demonstrated by the condition of the 
trade relations between the two countries for a 


period of 12 years subsequent to the abrogation 
of the treaty, from 1867 to 1878 inclusive. 
During this period Canada’s imports from the 
United States reached the sum of $458,665,586, 
‘while her exports to the United States were 
$378,923,608, leaying the balance of trade 
against her $79,741,978. From 1879 to 1886 
inclusive her imports from the United States 
were of the value of $354,356,191 aud her ex- 

orts $302,586,342, leaving a balance against

In spite of the favorable condition of things 
as they exist forthe United States, several at- 
tempts have been made in and out of Congress 


since the abrogation of the treaty of 1954 to 
obtain a resumption of reciprocal relations be- 
tween the two countries, At a meetingof the 
National Board of Trade, held at St. Louis 
in 1871, its Executive Committee was in- 
structed to memorialize Congress to pro- 
vide for the appointment of a  commis- 
sion to meet a like commission from the 
Dominion—should the latter appoint—that 
@ reciprocity treaty might be negotiated. 
In 1874 the ideas promulgated at this meeting 
were embodiedin a treaty negotiated by Presi- 
dent Grant and Secretary Fish on the part of 
the United States ana Sir Edward Thornton and 
the Hon. George Brown, representing Great 
Britain and the Dominion. This treaty provided 
for the concession to the United States for 21 

ears of the Canadian fisheries, the aimission, 
duty free, into both countries, of their respect- 
ive products and manufactures, the reciprocal 
admission of vessels built in either country to 
registry in either, the concession to each of the 
coasting trade; in fine, it provided both for reci- 
procity, and for public improvements in both 
countries. Commissioner Brown, who resided 
here, referred to the provisions of the proposed 
treaty as most advantageons to both countries, 
and he referred to the treaty of 1854 as operat- 
ing favorably for Canada and even more so for 
the United States. Had such a treaty been rati- 
fied it is hardly probable that Secretary of the 
Treasury Bristow would have been able to say 
that $100,000,000 was paid annually by the 
people of the United States to foreign shipown- 
ers for freights and fares, nor is it likely that 
the shipbuilding interests of both countries 
would to-day be wrecked. The proposed treaty 
was only transmitted to the Senate on June 17, 
1874, and on account of the closeness of the date 
of adjournment was not considered. 

Had such a treaty been consummated the ad- 
vocates of commercial union in Canada feel cer- 
tain that unrestricted intercourse between the 
two countries would to-day be established on so 
firm a basis that nothing less than a revolution 
could disturb it. But the advocates of commer- 
cial union have taken fresh heart on the strength 
of Mr. Butterworth’s championship of the cause, 
and in this stronghold of protection they have 


succeeded in inaugurating a very exciting 
campaign. They are still in a_ large 
minority here, but that is to be ex- 


pected. Toronto is a manufacturing centre, 
and her manufactures are protected. To be 
suddenly confronted with a proposition thatthis 
eng should be removed gave them a chill. 

hey rallied in their own defense, determined to 
utterly efface the enemy by ono bold attack. The 
opportunity was presented at a meeting of the 
Board of Trade held a few evenings ago. At 
this meeting a resolution favoring reciprocity 
was introduced. It must be confessed that thear- 
guments advanced in favor of its adoption were 
far stronger than those of the majority, and the 
nature of these may be surmised from the fact 
that at the conclusion of the meeting the major 
part of it sang ‘*God Bave the Queen.” 


Common report has ‘it that the meeting was 
captured by the Manufacturers’ League, and 
this seems to have been the case.

resolutions was choked off, and many of the 
victors are now sorry that such a summary proc- 
ess was used, asit has given rise to the impres- 
sion that the advocates of commercial union 
had the strongest case though their opponents 
had the most votes.

RAPID TRANSIT ROUTES. 








WORK OF THE COMMISSIONERS THUS 
FAR AND FUTURE DUTIES. 

The Rapid Transit Commissioners made 
their report to Mayor Hewitt yesterday, and the 
latter sent the document to the Board of Alder- 
men. The Mayor sent ashort explanatory note 
with the report suggesting that the Aldermen 
have the report printed so that the recommenda- 
tions could be examined at leisure. 

The Commissioners, after referring to the va- 


rious plans for elevated roads as suggested to 
them, continue as follows: 


“The subject, however, which has heen more es- 
pecially nies pau our consideration is the neces- 
sity of providing greater facilities for the easy trans- 

ortation of the great tidé of passengers which ebbs 

nd flows on the shore of the city of New-York, 
through the numerous ferries that connect with the 
city on West-stteet. and on South-street. While 
recognizing the full force and importance of many 
of the plans which have been discussed before us, 
itis our ioe img that, in view of the many restric- 
tions whichy by reason of existing acts of the Legis- 
lature, hamper any action which we might desire to 
take, we could not frame any system of rapid transit 
which would meet and solve all the difficulties of 
this great problem. The law forbids the taking of 
he Boulevards, Broadway,’or of Fifth-avenue below 

ifty-ninth-street, and of other streets for the pur- 
pose of rapid transit. It also forbids the crossing of 
4 elevated railway now in actual —— It 
will be readily perceived that, under these restric- 
tions, it was absolutely beyond the sphere of our 
powers to lay out practical routes as to substantially 
allot the general plans above referred to.” 


The Commissioners say that they gave special 
attention to the subject of increased ferry facili- 
ties. The objection against the West-street route 
was that by locating it the company obtaining 
the franchise would have a monopoly in the con- 
trol of the terminal facilities connected with the 
water front, and that such monopoly and con- 
trol might operate to prevent the successful es- 
tablishment of a future system of rapid transit, 
and thereby cause great ultimate injury to the 


ty. 

The plan for bridges across West-street under 
the elevated roads, connecting with the ferries 
the cars and the opposite site of the thorough- 
fare, is set forth, as already told, and then the 
four routes selected by the commission are 

iven as previously published in Tuy TIMES. 

he firstis the connection between the South 
Ferry terminus with the Second-avenue road at 
Division-street; the second the West-street ex- 
tension, connecting with the Ninth-avenue road 
in Greenwich-street; the third starts at the end 
of route three and connects with the Sixth- 
avenue road, through Clarkson and Carmine 
streets; the fourth is the “loop” in Battery 
Park. The report concludes: 

“Our next duty under the law is to consider the 
plans for the structure and to prepare suitable arti- 
cles of incorporation for the company to be found by 
us for the purpose of constructing a railway or 
railways on the routes fixed by us, and also to de- 
termine the limitations and restrictions which shall 
bind the’said company. We shall proceed forthwith 
to hear all persons interested in relation to these 
matters, and have fixed the 7th day of June, 1887, 
for the purpose of finally deciding upon the plan or 
plans for the construction of such railway.” 

An explanatory letter from Commissioner An- 
derson, the points of which have been pub- 
lished, accompanies the report.

SETTLING RAILROAD GRIEVANOES. 

There were two meetings at Commissioner 
Fink’s office yesterday which made that resort 
of railroad magnates look something as it did 
when the inter-State law was being discussed. 
One was held to settle the grievances of the 
transcontinental roads by newly arranging the 
division of California through rates under the 
inter-State law. Four great organizations were 
represented—the transcontinental lines by Com- 
missionér Stubbs, the Iowu Association lines by 


Commissioner Midgely, the roads of the Central 
Traffic Association by Commissioner Blanch- 


ard, and most of the trunk lines by their 
usual representatives. Samuel Spencer, of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, was not pres- 


ent, but Commissioner Fink was authorized 
to actin his stead. Vice-President Hayden, of 
the New-York Central and Hudson River Road, 
was nutable to be present yesterday, and as 
united action of allthe trunk lines was needed 
it was Gecided to postpone final action until to- 
day. After discussing the question the meeting 
adjourned to this morning at 10 o’clock. Details 
and figures will be settled upon to-day. 

Commissioner Pierson’s Committee of General 
Passenger Agents of the trunk lines sat down 
for one of their regular sessions and disposed of 
alotof applications for reduced rates for ex- 
cursions,. &c. The new arrangement at Castle 
Garden is working well, and all the trunk lines 
are operating through the joint agency. The 
Passenger Odmmittee will meet again next 
Tuesday.

A CHANCE FOR REPENTANCE 


THE ELEOTRIO LIGAT COM- 
BINE AGAIN REBUKED. 
THE MONOPOLY ALDERMEN CHECKED BY 
MAYOR HEWITT’S VETO AND ORDERS 

FROM THEIR PARTY LEADERS. 


President Beekman rapped the Board of 
Aldermen to order yesterday in a way which 
showed that he would stand no nonsense from 
the members of the electric light “combine,” 
Alderman Mooney, who appears to have become 
the bulldozer of the board, accepted the challenge 


in a feeble sort of way, by calling for the regular 
order of business, 


“The regular order will be proceeded with,” 
announced the President. ‘‘ The clerk will read 
& communication from the Mayor.” 

“T made a motion,” Mooney shouted, “‘to go 
into the regular order of business. That I un- 
derstand is unfinished business.” 

“The Chair rules,’ decided the President, 


“that the regular order is being proceeded 
with.” 


“Then I appeal from the decision,” fired back 
Mooney. 


President Beekman read rule 3 of the rules of 
the board which showed that the regular order 
of business was being proceeded with. ‘‘If the 
Alderman had wanted to go into unfinished 
business he should have made a motion to that 
effect,” explained the President. 

“Then I now make that motion,” said Mooney, 


who said that his ignorance of parliamentary 
law had led him into error. 

“The Alderman is too late,” replied the Presi- 
dent; ‘the clerk will read the message from the 
Mayor.” 

Mooney shouted that he would “‘ show up” Mr. 
Beekman before the public, but the clerk went 
on reading the message, which was as follows: 


NEW-YORK, May 28, 1887. 
To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: 

I return herewith, without my approval, a resoln- 
tion of your honorabdjJe body giving permission and 
authority to the electric lighting onpenne not now 
holding such permission and whose bids for lighting 
the streets of the city, or any part of the same, for 
the existing year shall be accepted by the Board of 
Street Lighting, to locate and erect poles and hang 
wires in, over, and under the the streets and other 
public places in the city. In the report which ac- 
companies this resolution the committee state that 
“they are very decidedly in favor of affording all 
the electric lighting companios that in good faith in- 
tend to Rs taba for lighting the streets of this city 
and furnishing such lights to private consumers an 
opportunity to do so.” 

The resolution, however, reported and adopted 
does not afford the opportunity to all companies 
who in good faith intend to compete for lighting the 
streets of the olty, but is expressly limited to 
those companies whose bids were put in on the 16th 
of May, 1887. This limitation in effect cuts off 
from competition all companies except the Brush 
Company, the United States Company, and the East 
River Company. Representatives of the Water- 
house Company, the American Electric Company, 
andthe Mount Morris Electric Company, and the 
Ball Company appeared before the commission and 
offered to make bids, provided authority could be 
secured for conveying the electrical currents 
through the city. Hence the commission for light- 
ing the city adjourned its session until opportunity 
should be given to your honorable body to make it 
possible for all these companies and such others as 
might desire to compete to put in Dids which the 
commission could consider after readvertising the 

roposals for contracts. I am bound to assume that 
Phe resolution adopted by your honorable body was 
intended to conform to the terms of the report of the 
committee, which was in favor of giving to all com- 
panies the a, to compete for the contracts. 

I respectfully urge, therefore, upon your honora- 
ble body the adoption of such a resolution as will 
contorm to the report of the committee and thus en- 
able the Gas Commission to secure free competition 
in the lighting of the city, and to provide for a much 
better and more extended system of illumination at 
a cost not materially greater than that which here- 
tofore has been paid for inferior gaslights. In my 
communication to your honorable body on the 20th 
inst. I called your attention to the fact that iliumina- 
tion by electric lights tended very greatly to the 
prevention of crime and the preservation of good 
order in the ee f 

Iam satisfied by further inquiry that we shall 
save a very large amount annually jin the expenses 
of the police force provided the city is better lighted 
than itisnow. The Commissioners of Police have 
urged upon me the necessity for increasing the po- 
lice force of the city, and there is no doubt that early 
steps will have to betaken in this direction ‘unless 
we can render such an increase unnecessary by a 
better system of lighting the streets at night. With 
such @ system, and with well paved and properly 
cleaned streets and the enforcement of the laws, 
New-York will become the most attractive piace 
of residence on this continent. Every consideration 
ot self-interest, therefore, shonld lead the City Gov- 
ernment toimprove the public thoroughfares, and 
it seoms to me that we shall ttterly fail in our duty 
if we omit to take advantage of the present oppor- 
tunity to make, without a ee cost, a very de- 
cided advance toward the better government for 
which this co unity has been longing and we 
ought to strive to bring about. 

It is scarcely necessary to refer to the conditions 
annexed to the resolutions which I now return with- 
out my approval. In the opinion of the Counsel to 
the Corporation the Common Oouncil has no right 
to impose these conditions, and therefore, if adopted, 
they will be null and void. In_the exercise of your 
discretion your honorable body recently gave per- 
mission to the East River Electric Lighting Compa- 
ny to erect poles and extend wires withont 
any such conditions. This ordinance promptly 
received my approval, because it gave us, as [ 
supposed, one more competitor fer the contract for 
city lighting. I can see no reason why every com- 

any whoin good faith will undertake to supply 
light should not be accorded like privileges, as itis 
evident that the city will always get a lower price 
through competition than it can hope to get by pro- 
hibition. 

For the purpose of enabling your honorable body 
to take the needed action in this important matter, 
the commission for lighting the city have adjourned 
the consideration of the bids until the result of your 
deliberation shall be made known to them.

Alderman Fitzgerald then moved that the vote 
by which the majority report of the Committee 
on Lamps and Gas was lost at the preceding 
meeting of the board be reconsidered, and that 
the subject be made the special order at a meet- 
ing of the Aldermen to be held Friday. Alder- 
man Dowling seconded the motion, and it was 
adopted in spite of Mooney’s frantic opposition. 
This will bring the Mayor’s suggestions once 
more before the board.

REHEARSING A STORY OF MURDER. 
The second trial of Mrs. Chiara Cignarole 
for the murder of her husband, Antonio Cigna- 
role, in October last, was begun in earnest yes- 
terday in the Court of General Sessions, Part I. 
Mrs. Cignarole had been ill treated by her hus- 
band. On Oct. 20 last he visited her in her 
rooms, in East One Hundred and Tenth-street, 
and they quarreled. When Cignarole left, his 
wife followed him, and on the street fired two 


shots into his back. Cignarole died almost 
immediately. The murder was witnessed by 
several Italians, who yesterday told the story, 
nost of them through an interpreter. 

Michael Spinnelle, a boy who speaks English, 
said he saw the shooting and went with Mrs. 
Cignarole and the officer who arrested her to 
where ber husband’s body was lying. The offi- 
cer asked her if sho shot the man. She said 
she had, and tried to get the pistol from the offi- 
cer to shoot him again. Failing in this, she tried 
to kick the body. 

The defense claim that the murder was done 
in self-defense. The woman’s counsel said he 
would prove that Cignarole had threatened to 
take his wife’s life, and had attempted to kill 
her with a razor. In proof of this he recalled 
the fact that a razor was found in Cignarole’s 
pocket. The only witness for the defense yes- 
terday was Rafael Lombardo, who had lived in 
the house with the Cignaroles. He testified to 
frequent quarrels between them, and said that 
Cignarole had often beaten his wife.

“Sixty-seven men examined, one juror 
obtained,” was the Clerk’s summary in the Sharp 
trial yesterday. There is no expectation that 





the taking of testimony will begin before next 
week, and the hardship on the jury of being kept 


together over Saturday and Sunday will be 
avoided. 


Jacob Sharp dozed yesterday in careless indif- 
ference. Now and then the opened mouth would

Meanwhile the lawyers questioned and the wit- 
nesses avswered asthe hunt for 12 needles in 
the Manhattan Island haymow went slowly on. 

John C. Wilber, a wholesale jeweler at 41

general run of jurymen. He was a clear think- 
er, knew the value of words, and desired clear 
questions. He had few prejudices, he said. He 
had been for 50 years tryivg to. get rid of his 
prejudicés. He was generally acquainted with 
the circumstances of the case, but knew of no 
reason why he could not try Sharp fairly. He 
believed he could, and would do soif chosen, 
He was acceptea and filled the twelfth seat.

ART CRITICS DO NOT AGREE 


SOME NOD WHILE OTHERS 
SHAKE THEIR HEADS. 
HENCE IT MAY PUZZLE A JURY TO DE- 
CIDE WHETHER MR. STUDER’S PICT- 

URE IS A SALVATOR ROSA OR NOT. 

Artists and connoisseurs sat in Judge Van 
Hoesen’s part of the Court of Common Pleas 
yesterday, interested in the trial of Jacob H. 
Studer’s suit against the Manhattan Storage 
and Warehouse Company to recover $25,000 
for injuries done to his painting—which he 
claims is a genuine Salvator Rosa—while 
it was stored in the company’s warehouse. 
The picture stood in the northeast corner of the 
court room, close to the jury box, where the 
light fell fully uponit. It represents in the fore- 
ground the shore of the Mediterranean. Some 
boats ride on the waves, and toward them, down 
the hillside, fly a crowd of monks, whom bandits 
are supposed to have driven from their monas- 
tery, which is situated at the top of the hill. The 
sea isthe bluest of the blue, and overhanging it 
are gigantic trees, luxuriant with foliage. It is 
a wild yet lonely scene, and the size of the can- 
Mende nag J 6 feet by 7—has aftorded a large 
scope for the artist’s brush. 

The first witness for the plaintiff yesterday 
was Giovanni A. Calyo, artist, of 136 East 
Fifty-sixth-street. He testified that he had seen 
pictures undoubtedly painted by Salvator Rosa 
&t Naples, Florence, Paris, Madrid, and London, 
and had carefully studied their characteristics. 
His father had owned two Salvators, and he was 
himself the owner of one—a small picture, 
“ Rosa chose wild scenes.” the artist said, “and 
his figures are well adapted to his landscape, 
unlike Claude Lorraine, whose scenes are quiet 
and beautiful, and unlike Poussin, who was 
more classic in his conceptions. Salvator Rosa, 
Lorraine, and Poussin were the three great 
artistic lights of the seventeenth century.” 

.—In your opinion is the picture in courta 
Salvator Rosa? 

A.—I give that as my most positive opinion. 

Signor Calyo said that a fair value of the paint- 
ing, if it had not been injured, would be $25,000. 
He estimated that its value had been depreciated 
one-half by its injuries. These injuries consist 
of a three-cornered tear near the upper right- 
hand part of the picture—one side about 13 
inches long and the other about 11 inches long. 
A smaller tear isclose by. Both tears have been 
neatly united and repaired. 

Francklyn Bassford, the painter of seacoast 
views and of yachts, agreed with Signor Calyoin 
the opinion that Mr. Studer’s picture is a genuine 
Salyator Rosa. ‘Every artist has his man- 
nerism—his peculiar style,” he said; ‘‘his special 
way of finishing. Every artist has his own 
fashion just as every writer has. The man who 
nas made a study of these things is not likely to 
be deceived. I see in this picture undoubted 
marks of Salvator’s hand. Salvator 1s noted for 
his massive and solid grouping :in composition, 
and the transparency and brilliancy of his color- 
ing. His scenes are usually scenes of desolation 
and spoliation—rocky seacoasts, caves, weird 
and out-of-the-way places. This picture pos- 
sesses nearly all these characteristics to a 
marked degree.” 

For the defense J, Alden Weir, artist, of 80 
Washington-square, testified that he had visited 
all the great picture galleries of Europe—Lon- 
don, Paris, Dresden, The Hague, Amsterdam, 
Florence, Rome, Madrid—and had studied all 
the old masters. He was famillar with the 
paintings of Salvator Rosa, and he did not con- 
siaer him a great artist. In fact, Salvator flour- 
ished when art wasinits decadence. His pict- 
ures to-day did not possess value as works of 
art, but as relics. He did not consider this 
picture in court to be a genuine Salvator Rosa. 
He had not the slightest doubt about it, ‘‘ There 
are indications,” he said, “ that this picture has 
been retouched, relined, and revarnished. You 
can find plenty of such pictures in Europe laid 
away in old galleries, and can buy them for from 
50f. to 150f.” 

Charles P. Miller, who is Mr. Studer‘s counsel, 
asked Mr. Weir: ‘Is this picture in court after 
the style of Salvator Rosa?’ A.—A good ways 
after his style. Itis 2 poorimitation. It has no 
art quality. The figures are poor; the per- 
spective extraordinarily bad. 

Samuel P. Avery, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Painting and Sculpture of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, said that he was of opin- 
jon that Mr. Studer’s picture was of the school 
of Salvator Rosa, but not by him. There was a 
picture in the Metropolitax Museum of Art said 
to be by Salvator Rosa, but he would not guar- 
antee its genuineness. It was sent from London 
to be sold, but they could not sellit. There was 
no demand in the art market for Salvator Rosa’s 
pictures. ' 

Prof. James Fairman, Lecturer on the Fine 
Arts at Olivet College, Michigan, had a higher 
opinion of Salvator Rosa than the preceding wit- 
nesses for the defense; but he did not believe 
that Mr. Studer’s picture was painted by Sal- 
vator, although it was in the same style of art. 

‘“ How do youdecide,” he was asked, ‘‘ whether 
a painting is by Salvator Rosa or not ?” 

** Salvator Rosa was broader and bolder in his 
treatment of a subject than almost any painter. 
Aspirit of gloom pervades his paintings. He 
stands in the relation to painting that Bee- 
thoven does to music—gloomy and grand. His 
paintings have no petite touches. He did not 
use a small brush, but putin his colors with a 
bolddash. I detect little touches in this picture, 
touches made with a delicate, fine brush; a sure 
sign that Salvator Rosa did not paintit. I have 
no doubt that this picture here in court was at 
about the period in which Salvator flourished— 
from 1630 to 1670. He had five pupils besides 
his son Augustus, and he had a good many imi- 
tators. An Englishman named Cook painted a 
good many pictures which have been sold as 
Salvator Rosa’s. It 18 conceded by experts that 
not one out of three pictures which have been sold 
as Salvator Rosa’s are really his.” 

“ Suppose this picture could be authenticated 
as a genuine Salvator Rosa, what would it be 
worth ?”’ 

“It would undoubtedly be worth $2,500. If 
it could not be authenticated it would be worth 
from $600 to $700—not so much on its merits as 
a work of art as a relic.” 

The trial will go on to-day.

TRYING TO PROVE INSOLVENCY.

Mr. Bangs, counsel for the Assignee, produced a 
book which Mr. Fish identified as the record of 
loans made to his father, and the witness admitted 
that ali of these loans were secured by pledges of 
the property before referred to, and that most of it 
still remained so hypothecated.
